2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarded by the Examiner as 
the closest prior art. US Patent No. 4,638,084 teaches dimerizing a lower alkyi acrylate or a lower alkyi 
methacrylate to the corresponding dialkyi hexenedioates and dialkyi 2,5-dimethylhexenedioates and that 
dialkyi hexenedioates are readily convertible to adipic acid (hexandioic acid) by hydrogenation and 
subsequence hydrolysis (see column 1 , lines 25-52), US Patent No. 4,638,084 fails to teach or fairly 
suggest step a). It is the Examiner's opinion that one having ordinary skill in the art would at the time the 
invention was made would have obtained the dicarboxylic diester of formula (II) by dimerization, as taught 
by the prior art, and would not have found it obvious to obtain the dicarboxylic diester by step a) of the 
instant invention.
